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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER 

This  past  year  included  several  inspections  of  areas  suspect  of  having 
overflowing  septic  systems.  Corrections  were  made  when  necessary.  For 
those  of  you  that  own  septic  systems  please  remember  to  flush  a  yeast  cake  or 
two  into  the  septic  tank  and  leave  it  for  about  24  hours.  This  helps  break  up  the 
solids,  decreases  chances  of  overflow,  and  allows  the  leach  field  to  work  more 
efficiently. 

The  Town  Municipal  drinking  water  systems  are  now  sampled  by  the  town 
water  department  and  the  analytical  data  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  selectmen. 

The  Town  Landfill  reported  no  rodent  or  other  vermin  problems. 

Numerous  inspections  were  made  for  the  State  of  NH  Dept.  of  Health  & 
Welfare  whereby  a  residence  or  other  building  needed  certification  and 
licensing  of  child-caring  agency  underRSA  170: 4  for  Group  Day  Care  Facility, 
Foster  Home,  or  Family  Day  Care  Home. 

Since  we  live  in  Sullivan  County  we  should  be  pleased  to  know  that  we  are 
second  only  to  Carroll  County  for  low  incidence  of  communicable  disease. 
Preventive  medicine  is  always  the  best  practice  and  the  cooperation  of  all 
citizens  is  needed.  We  are  now  fortunate  to  have  two  medical  doctors  in 
Charlestown  -  Drs.  Paul  Okosky  and  Charles  Brenton.  They  are  backed  up  by  a 
well  experienced  physician's  assistant. 

Adjunct  to  the  medical  people  we  have  it  is  noted  that  we  receive  a  constant 
input  of  data  from  the  Federal  and  State  Government  dealing  with  information 
from  the  Center  of  Disease  Control  from  Altanta,  Ga.  and  from  our  own  State 
Dept.  of  Health  &  Welfare,  Division  of  Public  Health  Services. 

Several  meetings  were  attended  this  past  year  that  dealt  with  public  health 
matters,  but  most  were  specific  in  gaining  more  knowledge  about  air  and  water 
pollution  situations. 

My  thanks  is  extended  to  the  Town  Officers,  members  of  the  Water 
Department,  and  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  for  their  fine  cooperation  this 
past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN 

Eight  and  a  half  percent  of  the  population  of  Charlestown,  or  356 
different  people,  received  VNA  services  in  1978.  Units  of  service,  numbering 
2,459,  included  skilled  nursing  care,  occupational  therapy,  home  health  aide 
services,  nurse  evaluation  and  health  promotion  visits,  and  clinics.  A  number 
of  health  screening  programs  (including  cancer,  diabetes  and  blood  pressure) 
were  offered,  and  flu  vaccinations  were  provided  free  of  charge. 

Sixty  percent  of  the  services  provided  by  the  VNA  are  paid  for  by 
Medicare,  Medicaid  or  other  insurances.  However,  because  the  VNA  provides 
care  regardless  of  an  individual's  capacity  to  pay,  40%  needs  special  funding. 
A  part  of  this  additional  funding  is  realized  through  fund  drive  receipts,  private 
contributions  and  memorial  gifts.  The  balance  must  come  from  community  tax 
support.  Without  tax  support  fully  35%  of  the  VNA's  services  would  be 
sacrificed. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  VNA  to  request  a  substantial  increase  in  tax 
support  in  1979.  As  the  cost  of  living  rises  fewer  people  can  afford  the  cost  of 
health  care,  so  VNA  income  is  correspondingly  reduced.  VNA  expenses, 
unfortunately,  increase  along  with  everyone  else's.  It  was  hoped  in  1978  that 
the  Agency  could  realize  more  funding  through  special  appeals.  But,  again, 
the  inflation  crunch  reduced  anticipated  total  contributions. 

Without  additional  local  tax  support,  those  with  the  greatest  need  would 
have  to  be  denied  services.  Especially  hard  hit  would  be  the  elderly,  the 
terminally  ill  able  to  be  cared  for  at  home  because  of  VNA  help,  and  young 
mothers  who  need  special  guidance  in  parenting  and  good  health  practices. 

In  the  long  run  a  few  more  tax  dollars  for  the  VNA  can  save  the 
community  many  dollars  that  would  otherwise  have  to  be  spent  on  hospitals, 
nursing  homes  and  other  special  services.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  AMBULANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Charlestown  Ambulance  Service  responded  to  200  calls  in  1978.  Of  the 
200  calls,  32  were  heart  related  problems.  We  transported  33  patients  as  a 
result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents.  On  several  occasions  each  member  of  the 
service  was  placed  in  some  extremely  trying  and  difficult  situation.  Each  one 
performed  their  duties  in  truly  professional  and  exemplary  manner.  They  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  performance  and  dedication  to  the  people  of  our 
town  and  the  ambulance  service. 

At  present  we  have  14  active  members.  We  have  11  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  (EMT),  1  Advanced  First-Aid,  1  Registered  Nurse  and  the  Service 
Secretary.  Our  membership  is  lower  than  I  prefer  to  have.  Response  time 
during  daytime  hours  is  often  slow,  due  to  the  unavailability  of  members. 
During  the  evening  hours  and  on  week-ends,  response  time  has  been 
exceptionally  good. 

Much  discussion  has  taken  place  this  year  with  regard  to  dispatching  of  the 
ambulance  crews.  The  membership  of  the  Ambulance  Service  would  preferto 
be  dispatched  by  the  Police  Department  on  a  24  hour  a  day,  seven  day  a  week 
basis,  as  opposed  to  the  Keene  Fire  Mutual-Aid  System,  which  involves  a  tone 
alert.  The  pros  and  cons  of  dispatching  the  ambulance  crews  will  be  brought 
before  the  townspeople  at  the  March  1979  Town  Meeting.

Functions. 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  Services  to  the  Community. 
Fingerprints  taken  -  6.  These  were  for  employment  record  and  other  activities. 
Services  to  Other  Police  Departments  -  381 .  Included  in  this  service  are  Motor 
Vehicle  listings,  License  requests,  NCIC  requests,  relay  of  persons  and/or 
paper  work,  serving  papers  for  other  departments,  taking  into  Custody 
subjects  wanted  by  State  Police  or  other  departments  that  are  in  our  town, 
assisting  other  departments  in  any  way  we  are  requested. 

Services  to  Insurance  Companies  -  55.  These  are  reports  the  Insurance 
Companies  request  from  this  Department  on  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  Thefts, 
Burglaries. 

Family  Services  -  39.  This  includes  Domestic  problems,  talking  to  the  Mentally 
Disturbed,  Dispondant  persons.  Family  problems  such  as  Juveniles. 

Courtesy  Services  -  452.  These  include  Escorts  to  the  Banks,  Traffic  control 
for  Weddings,  Funerals,  Parades,  special  functions  in  the  Town,  Church 
Service  traffic  control,  delivering  messages,  transporting  people  with  disabled 
vehicles  to  get  help,  aiding  the  Elderly  that  have  fallen  or  any  other  problems 
they  may  need  assistance  with,  assisting  the  Ambulance  Service  with  their 
calls,  checking  VIN  numbers  on  vehicles  to  assist  the  town  clerk  in  doing 
Registrations. 

Security  Checks  -  561 7.  These  are  checks  on  Businesses  and  Public  Buildings 

House  Checks  -  583.  This  is  a  check  list  for  people  that  are  away  on  Vacation  or 
hospitalized  and  would  like  their  homes  checked  while  away. 

Bank  Alarms  - 14.  The  Department  responded  to  these  alarms  when  activated 
at  the  two  local  Banks. 

Other  Alarms  -  78.  These  Alarms  were  answered  as  they  were  activated  in 
some  way,  these  are  alarm  systems  installed  in  our  Department. 

Total  Complaints  -  853.  This  includes  any  and  all  complaints  that  are  phoned 
into  the  department  or  came  to  us  in  person,  excluding  dog  complaints.  The 
Department  tries  to  resolve  these  complaints  and  difficulties  as  soon  as 
possible  by  the  best  means  possible  to  serve  the  Public  and  preserve  the 
peace. 

Dog  Complaints  -  209.  These  are  calls  that  come  into  the  Department  on  dogs 
running  loose,  barking  constantly,  stray  dogs,  dogs  being  a  nuisance  in 
gardens  and  on  lawns,  shrubbery,  these  are  referred  to  the  Dog  Officer 
Department. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  93  Arrests  made  in  our  town,  457 
Summons  issued,  59  Warnings  issued  and  83  Checkups  given.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  derived  $699  in  income  fronn  subdivision 
and  site  plan  fees,  sale  of  regulations  and  reimbursement  for  newspaper 
notices.  Expenses  were  $430  vs.  budgeted  expenses  of  $750. 

19  major  and  8  minor  subdivisions  (total  27)  were  reviewed  and  approved 
and  20  site  plan  reviews  were  made.  This  is  up  from  13  subdivisions  and  8  site 
plan  reviews  last  year. 

It  is  becoming  evident  to  the  Board  that  with  the  increase  in  the  number 
and  size  of  developments  and  industries  (site  plans),  some  general  planning 
for  town  growth  must  be  accomplished.  Accordingly,  during  the  year,  several 
discussions  on  a  master  plan  were  held,  two  seminars  were  attended  and  two 
presentations  on  "Growth  in  Southern  New  Hampshire"  were  made  for  public 
interest. 

Next  year  the  Board  intends  to  pursue  the  preparations  of  a  Master  Plan 
which  must  be  accomplished  per  RSA  36:13.  Such  a  plan  is  intended  primarily 
as  a  guide  to  future  Planning  Boards  for  orderly  growth  of  the  town.  For 
instance,  the  town  has  no  complete  plans  for  sewer,  water  and  drainage 
systems  to  guide  in  the  review  and  approval  of  proposed  developments  or 
industry.  As  a  first  step,  funds  are  included  in  this  year's  budget  to  collect 
existing  data  and  draft  maps.  Parking  requirements  in  the  center  of  town  also 
presents  many  problems  and  a  warrant  article  is  included  to  emphasize  this 
situation. 

The  warrant  article  approved  last  year  for  studying  the  water  supply 
problem  was  fortuitous,  in  that  the  Selectmen/Water  Commissioners  were 
able  to  obtain  an  engineering  evaluation  early  concerning  proposed  new 
developments. 

Since  growth  in  Charlestown  is  inevitable,  this  and  future  Planning 
Boards  must  be  dedicated  to  some  orderly  control  and  guide  lines  to  preserve 
the  town's  character.
